THE BOARD WENT ON RECORD AS FAVORING such a system and a special committee was 
appointed to investigate it further. When put into operation new data processor 
willmore efficiently handle anticipated increased volume of paper work, conserve 
file space and costs, and also allow office staff to compile mechanically many 

significant statistics not presently available.

At the 1960 International the Blacks 
were victorious in three of the four 
major interbreed steer grand champion- 
ships: the carlot show, the quality beef 
contest in which the judges select the 
best carcasses, and the trio of fat steers 
competition. 


The 309 delegates to the national 
organization’s annual meeting elected 
William W. Brainard, Jr., of Marshall, 
Virginia, as president. Mr. Brainard 
established his Downsbragh Herd in 1945 
at Far Hills, New Jersey. He moved to 
Glenara farm near Marshall in 1957.

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President's Address to the 
Annual Meeting of 1960 


Welcome to the 77th annual banquet 
and meeting of the American Angus 
Association. The past year has been 
new tops established in total registra- 
tions, total transfers and junior members. 
We were down a little in new member- 
ship from the past year; however, we 
still had more than twice as many new 
members as any other beef breed registry 
association with 3,064 new breeders 
joining the national organization in 1960. 

Angus continue to make vast inroads 
into the ranch areas of the west and 
southwest. The groups of Angus breed- 
ers on the Pacific Coast have perhaps 
the most enthusiastic and progressive 
organization to be found; so, from east 
to west, from north to south, on the 
farm, on the ranch, in the feed lot, or at 
the market, “They are worth more if 
they are Angus.” 

I should like to review briefly the 
highlights of the past year’s activities 
of the Board of Directors. I will do this 
by reporting on the various committees: 

Executive Committee. This committee 
was headed by Mr. Pierce, with Mr. 
Graham and Mr. Hancock as members. 
The committee has the power to act in 
the absence of the full Board on most 
matters; however, the actions of the 
Executive Committee must be approved 
by the Board of Directors. There are 
usually two or three extra meetings of 
this committee during the year to act 
on some particular decision that cannot 
wait until the regular Board meeting. 
Many of the important decisions of the 
Board of Directors originate in the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. An example is the 
new fee schedule on imported cattle 
approved during the year. 

Finance Committee. This committee 
has had as chairman Mr. Graham, with 
Mr. Biedenharn, Gwerder and Mr. Turner 
as members. They did an excellent job 
of completing the work begun last year 
of conversion of the investment portfolio 
so that the government bonds will mature 
at regular intervals and also yield a 
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higher interest rate. The Finance Com- 
mittee has the responsibility of main- 
taining the Association on a sound 
financial policy. Major expenditures are 
given careful consideration by this group 
of directors. You can rest assured that 
your Board of Directors are vigilant over 
the funds at their disposal. 

Public Relations. Mr. Ryan serves as 
chairman of this committee, ably as- 
sisted by Mr. Bricker, Mr. Johnston and 
Mr. Meade. They work very closely 
with Lloyd Miller’s department. It is 
their responsibility to plan the time, 
place and program of the annual con- 
ference. This past year, they have com- 
pleted a new motion picture designed for 
farm youth, entitled, “An Angus in Your 
Future.” I know you will enjoy seeing 
this picture. The extensive advertising 
program now being carried out by your 
national association is planned and de- 
veloped in the Public Relations Depart- 
ment. We are confident that the in- 
creased expenditures for advertising are 
bringing new breeders into the Angus 
business. 

Classification Committee. This com- 
mittee is composed of Mr. Quisenberry, 
Mr. Cline and Mr. Schuler. They mailed 
a questionnaire to 408 exhibitors asking 
them to vote on six possible changes in 
the present show classifications. On the 
basis of 246 replies to the questionnaire, 
the only change made was dividing the 
Junior Yearling Classes, beginning with 
the 1961 summer show season. 

Arbitration of Disputes: Mr. Clark 
has served as Chairman of this com- 
mittee, assisted by Mr. Elliott, Mr. 
Bricker and Mr. Quisenberry. Thanks 
to the excellent work of this committee 
in getting disputes settled, their report 
at two regular meetings was, “No new 
cases.” Legal counsel is available for 
this committee. 

Records Committee: Mr. Cline, Mr. 
Schuler and Mr. Meade have had several 
meetings considering the possibility of 
using a magnetic tape data processing 
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machine. If the Records and Finance 
Committees recommend the purchase of 
the machine, it will be the largest single 
expenditure since the decision to build a 
Home Office. Many factors will be 
weighed before this step is taken. 

Rules Committee: Mr. Hancock, Mr. 
Pierce and Mr. Ryan, with the very able 
assistance of the late Al Birmingham, 
completed the codification and moderni- 
zation of the rules to meet the present 
day needs of the operation of the As- 
sociation. This brings up-to-date the 
rules and by-laws of the Association. 
New rules will need to be written from 
time to time; however, it is the opinion 
of those who have given many hours of 
study and work to drafting the new rules 
that they are adequate for the present 
needs of the Association. 

Member Relations: This committee 
has had Mr, Elliott as Chairman, with 
Mr. Gwerder and Mr. Turner assisting. 
This committee is a sounding board for 
complaints and constructive criticism 
emanating from the breeders level. One 
of the major projects was the separation 
of the active from the non-active mem- 
bers on the Association’s records. 

Planning Committee: Mr. Johnston 
was Chairman of this committee, with

Elsewhere in this issue are the re- 
sults of the carcass contest at the In- 
ternational where both the champion 
and the reserve champion of this 

interbreed com- 
petition were 
Angus. In the 
carcass contest, 
or the Quality 
Beef Show as it 
is now known, 
straight Angus 
have captured 
the champion- 
ship 52 out of 
55 times. Two 
other times the 
champion was half Angus. Only once 
in 60 years—and that 60 years ago, 
was the carcass of another breed, a 
Shorthorn. 


Duplicating the International this 
year is the famous Royal Smithfield 
Show near London, just concluded, 
where the grand champion carcass 
was again from an Angus. In fact 4 
out of the 5 firsts were from straight 
Angus and the fifth, and the reserve 
champion carcass, was from a heifer 
sired by an Angus bull and out of a 
Galloway-Shorthorn cow. 


Because of the dread foot-and- 
mouth disease breaking out again in 
England the Smithfield competition 
was confined this year only to cattle 
that were to be slaughtered. Latest 
word from abroad is that the disease 
appears to be contained, but that it is 
dangerously near some famous Aber- 
deen-Angus herds. 


With all of the troubles we think 
we have in our cattle business foot- 
and-mouth disease has not been a na- 
tional problem in the United States 
since 1915. When the disease hits a 
farm all of the cattle are liquidated 
regardless of bloodlines or value. 


Definite correlation between carcass 
grade and dressing percentage and a 
high level protein intake was report- 
ed in Chicago at the American Society 
of Animal Production by C. E. Sum- 
mers of lowa State University. On a 
full feed of ground ear corn both grade 
and dressing percentage were in- 
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creased by each advance in the pro- 
tein level from 8.5 per cent up to 11.5 
per cent. However, feed efficiency 
and rate of gain reached their best 
level when the protein level was 9.5 
per cent of the ration. The tests 276 
head of yearling steers.

1,095 pounds alive and 710 pounds 
dressed, had a loin eye of 13.75 square 
inches and external fat of .73 inches 
over the rib. The calf was bred by 
Robert Shackleton of Waverly, Illinois, 
and was of Eileenmere breeding.

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The slaughter steer and yearling mar- 


ket made sensational price recoveries 
during the month of November as sharp 
cutbacks in cattle numbers forced prices 
to move upwards. The general price level 
of the fat steer market went on to set 
new highs for the winter season. With 
a good share of the old-crop cattle 
moved out of the feedlots in the Corn- 
belt and the new-crop lacking the weeks 
of fat and finish to be moved to market, 
this situation has caused a vacuum that 
forced prices upward in a very erupt 
fashion, 


The higher trend was also apparent at 
the outset of December. Fat cattle 
numbers are expected to remain small 
for the weeks ahead. This sharp up- 
turn proved very unsatisfactory in re- 
lationship to live costs and wholesale 
dressed prices. Slaughter houses were 
unable to keep up with the substantial 
gains in fat steers, and as a result of 
this situation many killers were forced 
to cut back in killing operations. How- 
ever, the undertone to the live steer trade 
will remain strong going into the new 
year as volume will remain rather light. 


Cattle finishers moved a total of 
163,000 slaughter steers and heifers to 
the Chicago market. This is a drop of 
about 30,000 head from the previous 
month and the second smallest monthly 
total this year. 


The quality of the run remained very 
good, with the bulk of the offerings 
made of the choice stock and also in- 
cluded numerous loadlots of longfed 
high choice to prime steers. Strong- 
weight steers weighing 1400 pounds and 
above were also plentiful. 


The drop in volume could be related to 
the fact that beef production in the past 
several weeks has shown a steady decline. 
The output of beef was running well 
ahead of 1959 in the previous weeks. 


During the first two weeks of Novem- 
ber, inspected packers in the United 
States produced a total of 451.0 million 
pounds of beef as compared to the 477.7 
million pounds produced the last two 
weeks in October. Pork and lamb also 
showed a decline as both were running 
well below a year ago. 


The strength in the fat cattle market 
stimulated action in stocker and feeder 
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cattle, particularly in recent weeks. Many 
in the trade contend that the “low-time” 
in replacement cattle could have been 
back in September. With the fat market 
taking on a stronger tone the September 
low-time on feeder stock seems to be 
ringing true. 


Not only have prices improved on the 
live market for finished stock but farmers 
and ranchers have been blessed with an 
excellent crop and harvest situation, plus 
wonderful winter grazing in the south- 
west. 


A -late report from Washington in- 
dicated that shipments of stockers and 
feeders into eight north central states 
during the month of October totaled 1.3 
million head. This compared with 1.1 
million head the same month last year, 
or up 16 per cent. Higher fat steer prices 


and ample feed supplies on hand, seem 
to be the go-ahead sign for a good many 
cattle finishers. 

The price advance in the steer and 
thus any break-through would be sharply 
higher. 


At the outset of the ‘month the top on 
prime long-fed steers dropped to $26.75, 
just 25¢ short of equaling the year’s 
low time. By mid-November, prime of- 
ferings moved up to $27.75 and just 
before the close the top reached $29.00. 
yearling market here in the Chicago 
Stock Yards was somewhat sensational, 
but it is also true that the ‘trade has 
been held in check for several months, 


One of the big features of the month

Stratford Hall 


Virginia Plantation, Angus Herd, Serves 
as Memorial to 


In VIRGINIA there stands today a living, growing and 
enduring memorial to one of the state’s favorite sons whose 
example of moral integrity and professional excellence re- 
mains forever recorded in early American history. On a 
1200-acre working plantation stretching along a_ section 
of the broad Potomac river is a stately home of one of the 
nation’s greatest generals. There, in all its regal splendor, 
refurbished as of old, stands Stratford Hall, home of Robert 
E. Lee. 

Stratford Hall was purchased in 1929 by the Robert E. 
Lee Foundation. Since then, the home and plantation have 
been maintained as a national shrine. Early plans visu- 
alized the complete restoration of Stratford Hall as a work- 
ing plantation demonstrating the 18th century rural life. 

Here a registered herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle grazes, 
a thoroughbred mare and her filly tramp the lots and stables, 
the old mill grinds flour and meal, and smoke from burning 
hickory penetrates Virginia-style hams in the smoke house. 

The aging mansion, rearing high above the Potomac, was 
built by Thomas Lee in 1725 and has undergone practically 
no structural changes since Colonial times. The great brick 
house and its four dependencies—kitchen, master’s office, 
store house, dairy or gardener’s house, according to their 
uses in succeeding generations—probably look about as they 
did when the Lees lived there. They have antique English 
and American furnishings similar to the originals. 

Four generations of Lees lived at Stratford. The only 
brothers to sign the Declaration of Independence were two 
of Thomas Lee’s sons, Richard Henry Lee and Francis 
Lightfoot Lee. Another son of Thomas Lee was Arthur, 
who was one of America’s earliest diplomatic agents. General 
Washington’s favorite cavalry officer was dashing “Light 
Horse Harry” Lee, a great nephew of Stratford’s builder. 

Of the last generation of Stratford, General Robert E. 
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Adequate pastures, care and shelter are provided in the management 
program for beef cattle production at Stratford. P. T. Fitzhugh, Jr., 
Culpeper, acts as farm advisor to the plantation staff.

Robert E. Lee

Lee, “Light Horse Harry’s” son, commanded the Confederate 
Army during the War between the States. He proved to 
be one of the world’s most brilliant strategists. 


Robert Edward Lee, born at Stratford, January 19, 1807, 
was the son of Henry (“Light Horse Harry”) Lee and his 
second wife, Ann Carter. In 1810 his family moved to 
Alexandria where he was educated in private schools and 
prepared to enter West Point. He graduated from West 
Point without a mark of demerit, second in the class of 
1829, and was commissioned a Second Lieutenant in the 
Engineer Corps. He became First Lieutenant in 1836, 
Captain 1838, and Chief Engineer of Staff in 1846. During 
the Mexican War he was thrice brevetted for service in 
action. He served for three years as Superintendent of 
the Military Academy at West Point and in 1855 was given 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. 


At the age of fifty-four, when the War between the States 
broke upon the country, Colonel Robert E, Lee faced a 
momentous decision. On April 18, 1861, he was summoned 
to Washington and tendered the command of the Union 
Army by Francis Preston Blair, who, Lee understood, was 
spokesman for President Lincoln. Of this incident Lee says: 
“I declined the offer he made me to take command of the 
army that was to be brought into the field, stating as 
candidly and as courteously as I could, that though opposed 
to secession and deprecating war, I could take no part in 
an invasion of the Southern States.” 


Two days later, upon the adoption of the ordinance of 
secession by Virginia, he resigned his commission in the 
United States Army in obedience to a conscientious con- 
viction that he was bound by the act of his state. On April 
22, he was placed in charge of the military forces of Virginia 
and in the following year took command of the Army of

Northern Virginia, with those achievements his fame is 
forever associated. 

For three years he led the forces of the Confederacy in 
the field, engaging the armies of the North under McCleiland 
and Pope, Burnside and Hooker, Meade and Grant, at 
Manassas, Antietam, Chancellorsville, Gettysburg, and finally 
before the defences of Richmond, matching his skill against 
superior numbers and resources, facing tasks from which 
a man of smaller courage would have shrunk. The end of 
fighting came at Appomattox, April 9, 1865 and with the 
surrender of his army the war was over. 

He sought to return to private life but found it impossible. 
Again he answered the call of his fellow citizens to high 
office. For five years he served as President of Washington 
College at Lexington, Virginia, (now Washington and Lee 
University). In reply to an offer of a position made him 
at this time he writes: “I am grateful but I have a self- 
imposed task which I must accomplish. I have led the 
young men of the South in battle; I have seen many of 
them die on the field! I shall devote my remaining energies 
to training young men to do their duty in life.” 

From his earliest years General Lee held a strong af- 
fection for Stratford. After the outbreak of the war, when 
Arlington had been taken by the enemy, he made inquiries 
about Stratford as a home for (Please turn to page 95)

his family. In writing to his wife in 
1861, he said: “In the absence of a home, 
I wish I could purchase Stratford. That 
is the only other place that I could go 
to, now accessible to us, that would in- 
spire me with local love.” 

Decaying Stratford, lost to the Lees 
by Robert E. Lee’s half-brother, Henry, 
in 1820, was bought in 1929 by the foun- 
dation. The 1200-acre estate, is run to- 
day as nearly as possible just as it must 
have been in the days of Thomas Lee, 
the builder. Except for the modern 
farm machinery used in planting and 
harvesting crops, mowing the lush pas- 
tures, and other farming operations, 
General Lee would feel at home at his 
birthplace today. The founders have a 
working or living plantation in addition 
to a restored shrine which attracts 
thousands of visitors each year. 

Capt. Thomas U. Sisson is superin- 
tendent of the plantation. His assistant 
is Commander George Keller. The farm 
advisor is P. T. Fitzhugh, Jr., of Cul- 
peper, Va., well-known among Angus 
breeders as an enthusiastic supporter of 
the breed. The herdsman is Woodrow 
Kay. Angus cattle came to Stratford 
through the generosity of Mrs, Caroline 
Foulkes who gave her entire Stagwell 
herd to the Robert E. Lee Foundation. 
Careful culling by Mr. Fitzhugh and 
James V. Coyner of the American Angus 
Association left the top half of the herd 
(about 65 cows) at Stratford. Two herd 
bulls have been purchased through the 
Virginia association sponsored sale at 
Culpeper while the most recent addition 
to the herd bull lineup is Ankonian O. B. 
170th by O. Bardoliermere donated te 
the herd by Allan A. Ryan, Ankony 
Farms, Rhinebeck, New York. 

While only one thoroughbred mare is 
maintained, the horse population doubled 
on Easter Sunday when a filly appeared. 
The choice of names for the youngster 
is in keeping with the birth date and the 
selection is: Easter Bonnet. 

“We believe about 60 registered Angus 
cows will give us the right size herd for 
our current farming program,” com- 
mented Capt. Sisson. A large portion 
of the plantation is timberland which 
has been cut over and improved through 
extensive re-forestation work. Probably 
250 acres of land are in crops and im- 
proved pastures. Another 100 acres is 
included in the grounds and roads. Pro- 
duced are corn, oats, barley and hay. 
Part of the corn crop is made into silage. 
White corn is also grown for the grist 
mill. Corn meal and buckwheat are 
ground and sold at the plantation store. 
Other items include Virginia hams (700 
were in the smoke house) and preserves. 
The orchard is being replanted to pro- 
duce fruit for preserving.

They kept the Board 
informed on the progress of the Herd 
Classification and Angus Herd Improve- 
ment Record programs, also the work 
that is being done on carcass evaluation. 
A Meeting with the field force was held 
in June at the time of the regular 
Board meeting.

The planning committee recommended 
increased emphasis on the Denver Bull 
Sale, with the appointment of Milt Miller, 
new Director of Field Force, as Sales 
Manager.

petitive bidding on the open market, all 
were Angus. These top cattle averaged 
in weight from 1158 to 1417 pounds. 
This was the biggest number of loadlots 
to top on the market for any month so 
far this year. 

Strongweight cattle also enjoyed the 
price upturn. At the outset, better than 
average choice and prime 1500 to 1600 
lb. steers sold from $24.00 to $24.50, 
with straight prime loadlots up to $25.00. 
At the high time, these same kinds sold 
from $25.50 to $26.50, some smooth 
heavy-weights averaging 1600 pounds 
sold up to $27.00. 

With the extreme top at $29.00, this 
high equaled the peak price paid here a 
year ago and is the fourth straight year 
that prime steers topped at $29.00 during 
a November period. 

Buyers on the Chicago market paid an 
average rate of $25.60 for all steers, 
up 85¢ from the previous month and 
the sharpest month-to-month upturn in 
some time. 

As stated earlier in this column, all of 
this price improvement came as a direct 
result of reduced cattle volume. Early 
estimates of the December movement 
indicate that marketings will continue to 
be light. 

Despite this increase in fat steers, 
finishers reported that their first costs 
on old-crop steers were about even with 
market prices, some as much as $5.00 
under. There was a trickling of new- 
crop cattle here just before the close. 
Still lacking several weeks of fat and 
finish, these particular kinds sold from 
25.00 to $26.00, some bringing slightly 
more. These cattle were brought back 
at the end of August and in September. 
They were bringing a price margin of 
$3.00 to $6.00 over first costs. 

During the first half of November 
numerous loadlots of choice and mixed 
choice and prime steers sold from $26.00 
to $27.25. Killers took the bulk of the 
good and choice steers at this same time 
from $24.50 to $25.50. 

As the trend continued upward, the 
latter part of the month saw numerous 
loads of choice and mixed choice and 
prime steers moved into killer channels 
from $26.50 to $28.50. Better grade 
steers enjoyed the full advance of the 
market. Late, the bulk of the good and 
choice offerings moved from $26.00 to 
$27.75. 

Slaughter heifers advance right along 
with the steers, but the increase was not 
quite as pronounced in all grades as in 
steers, Prime heifers opened at $25.00 
and moved up to $27.00 at the close, 
setting a new high since last July. At 
the outset of December, prime heifers 
sold up to $27.50. 

Early bulk sales on heifers ranged 
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from $24.00 to $25.00 as compared with 
the late bulk of $25.00 to $26.50. Like 
steers, the quality was good through- 
out the four-week period. 

Moving into the New Year, cattle 
numbers are now in strong hands as the 
market continues to pick up strength. 
This situation is expected to further the 
pattern of moderate steer marketings 
in the weeks ahead. 

Hogs continued their upward trend 
despite increased volume. All hogs sold 
at an average rate of $17.10, highest 
since December 1958. The top moved 
up to $19.00 to equal the 1960 high set 
back in July. 

Hogmen found themselves in a much 
better price position than the same period 
a year ago. Droves of hogs averaged 
$4.85 above the year ago period, The 
$19.00 top compares with $14.00 a year 
ago and the average of $17.10 compares 
with $12.25 for the like period a year 
ago.

A good sized crowd of adults and 
youngsters attended the recent Ten- 
nessee Valley Angus Association field 
day at the Putnam County Fairgrounds 
in Cookeville. 

During the morning the crowd took 
part in an Angus cattle judging contest 
and heard talks by William P. Tyrrell 
of the University of Tennessee, Knox- 
ville, and Dr. A, B. Easterly, veterinarian 
at Livingston, Tennessee. Tyrrell talked 
on herd replacements and Dr. Easterly 
discussed herd health. 

Following lunch Vern Kerchberger, 
field representative for the American 
Angus Association, commented on the 
bright outlook for Angus cattle in the 
coming decade and W. J. Huddleston of 
Tennessee Polytechnic Institute, Cooke- 
ville, discussed pasture management. 

In his talk, Professor Tyrrell outlined 
the beef calf of tomorrow and suggested 
a “standard of perfection” for calves 
produced in Tennessee. The list in- 
cludes such things as two pounds of gain 
per day up to weaning at seven months; 
2.25 pounds of gain on full feed, 2.00 
pounds if ration includes a lot of rough- 
age; minimum feed for each 100 pounds 
of gain; grade high good or better at 
1,000 pounds; reach 1,000 pounds from 
15 to 17 months of age; yield at least 
1.3 pounds of chilled carcass weight per 
day of age; have less than 6 per cent 
trimmable fat; yield two square inches 
of loin-eye per 100 pounds of carcass; 
produce a carcass with tenderness rating 
under 12 and show an abundance of 
marbling and bright, cherry red color 
of lean.

as it is commonly called, is not a new dis- 
ease in this country, but has reached eco- 
nomic importance during the past few years. 
Its spread has been rapid and it has been 
found in cattle and swine herds in almost 
all parts of the country. 


Symptoms of “lepto” are varied, often be- 
ing confused with those of other diseases. 
When noted, initial symptoms are a rapid 
rise in temperature, depression and lack of 
appetite. Urine may be coffee-colored and 
blood-streaked. The animal may become 
anemic. Dairy animals may show a decided 
drop in milk production. In beef cattle on 
the range, the disease may be so mild as to 
be unnoticed. Abortion explosions in cattle 
herds are often the first indication that the 
cattle may be infected. 


Control measures should consist of avoid- 
ing conditions that provide contact with car- 
rier animals. Replacement animals should 
be isolated for several weeks, A sound 
vaccination program is the key to success- 
ful control of leptospirosis, All animals 
in the herd should be vaccinated when lo- 
cated in areas where the disease has been 
diagnosed. Better protection will be obtained 
when animals are vaccinated a week or ten 
days prior to possible exposure. Herds should 
be revaccinated annually.

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In BREAKING a precedent of 40 years 
standing Ermitre of Haymount continues 
to carry out the assignments for which 
he was purchased in February of 1959. 
Winning of the 1960 International was 
not a specific assignment at that time 
but the specifications called for a bull 
that could give a good account of himself 
in the American show ring. That “good 
account”—in his only American show ring 
appearance—made Ermitre of Haymount 
the first imported bull to win The Big 
One at Chicago since 1920 and the third 
imported Angus bull to turn the trick in 
60 years. 


But getting into the story of the 
specifications. Any herd with a good 
breeding bull soon finds itself in a diffi- 
cult position: that of finding a bull to 
use on the daughters of the top sire that 
will at least hold the ground that has 
been won and if possible work further 
improvements. This was the position of 
Thomas W. Staley of Staley Farms, 
Liberty, Missouri, two years ago. Home- 
place FEileenmere 375th, nationally 
known as a sire of good ones, was put- 
ting a lot of top daughters into the herd. 
Getting a bull that would fit into the 
breeding program was a problem. 


Because the “375th” was strongly 
line-bred to Eileenmere 487th it was de- 
cided to look for an out-cross sire in 
Scotland. So Fred McWilliam, the Sta- 
ley manager, was sent to the Perth Sale 
with his instructions: an alert, sharp- 
headed bull showing a lot of character; 
a bull with good lines but with it should 
be wide and deep behind; preferably a 
young bull good enough to be brought 
along for presentation at an American 
show. 


A neighbor, Sam J. Barr of Blue Sky 
Farm, was using with great success Ei- 
leenmere M 19th, a son of the “375th”, 
and was at the point where another bull 
was needed. So if a bull was found at 
Perth two-thirds would be the property 
of Staley Farms, one-third that of Blue 
Sky. 


To Fred McWilliam, a native Scots- 
man, recently converted from Shorthorns 
to Angus and with the specifications in 
mind, found three Perth bulls might be

the answer. Following the show judging 
the trans-Atlantic phone was busy as he 
talked to Missouri. One of the bulls 
considered was the Supreme Champion 
at Perth; the other was the Reserve 
Supreme Champion. There was the dis- 
tinct possibility that the amount of 
money available would not secure the 
champion, and possibly not the Reserve 
Champion, as both were popular. The 
third choice was a young calf third in 
class that looked like he might develop 
into the kind of bull wanted for the 
Staley-Blue Sky partnership. 


What happened that cold February 
auction day in Scotland is now history. 
The Supreme Champion, Elevate of 
Eastfield, brought the record price of 
$75,000 to go to the Aberan herd in 


Virginia. As is often the case after a 
record smashing sale the next animal is 
penalized by the let-down of the buying 
crowd. The first bull had gone beyond 
what the Missouri breeders had set as 
their top. When Ermitre of Haymount 
entered the ring his reception was not 
as great as it might have been under 
different conditions. At a bid of $24,000, 
considered a bargain even at the time, 
he went to Staley Farms and Blue Sky. 

A picture of Ermitre appears in the 
March, 1959, JOURNAL showing the 
10-months old bull at Perth in most im- 
pressive form — a strong head with a 
good poll, an alert eye and short neck, 
a strong topped, good quartered calf — 
a young bull with a lot of style and 
balance. It looked even then like the 
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Staley manager might have done quite 
a job of selection and buying. 

Since his arrival in Missouri in July of 
1959 Ermitre of Haymount developed 
and matured in most impressive form— 
and in the points for which he was pur- 
chased. In the meantime he has seen 
heavy use with more than 60 sons and 
daughters on the ground and many more 
on the way. And he is putting those 
sharp heads, good quarters and select 
legs on them. They are very uniform, 
the kind that if you have seen one you 
have seen them all. 

Ermitre of Haymount has made many 
friends among the visitors to Staley 
Farms. However, not many people 
realized he was being fitted for the Big 
Time competition at Chicago. And in 
winning the International he goes down 
as one of the “dark horse” winners, al- 
though a very popular one with the huge 
ringside crowd that witnessed his great- 
est show ring moment. 

The breeding of Ermitre of Haymount 
is in keeping with the record he has 
compiled in the show ring and breeding 
pen. He was bred by the well-known 


John Arnott of Haymount, Kelso, Rox- 
burghshire, in the border country of 
southern Scotland. Ermitre’s sire, 
Bahram of Broadleys, by Prince Con- 
sort of Gaidrew, is one of the greatest 
breeding bulls in Scotland today, leading 
the list of sires in 1957 and 1959. Sire of 
Bahram of Broadleys was Reserve 
Champion at Perth and is a double 
grandson of the famous Keystone of 
Dunira. The dam of “Bahram” goes 
back to Ervillax of Harviestoun, a Perth 
champion and the sire of two Perth 
champions. 

The dam of Ermitre of Haymount, 
Erma of Haymount, is rated as one of 
the great individuals and one of the 
great producing cows in Scotland. She 
is a daughter of Jungle Eric of Canda- 
craig, a Perth champion, whose sire was 
Prince of Morven, another Perth cham- 
pion, and whose own sire was the great 
Janric of Dalmeny. 

This is the story of Ermitre of Hay- 
mount, the “specifications” bull. In a 
later issue we hope to present the cham- 
pion at home with the numerous progeny 
he has already sired.

His weaning weight 
was 581 with a test gain of 2.6 daily 
average. H & S Angus Farm of Belton, 
Missouri paid $3,400 for Essar Marshall 
L 169th, a February 1959 son of Marshal! 
of Faulkton with a 508 pound weaning 
weight and a 3.4 average on daily gain. 

The Randolph Company of Flatonia, 
Texas, gave $3,200 for a son of Hyland 
Marshall 7th, Essar Marshall 7 L 59th. 
He weaned at 646 with an average daily 
gain of 2.9 on test. Fair View Ranch of 
Melville, Montana, bought two of the 
top end bulls, both sons of Marshall of 
Faulkton, paying $3,100 and $2,900, 
respectively, for Essar Marshall L, 126th 
and Essar Marshall L. 247th.

The number of entries held firm with 
one hundred fifty-three fancy blacks led 
into the show ring at the Canadian 
Royal Agricultural Winter Fair held at 
Toronto on Friday, November 18th, as 
compared to one hundred fifty-two a 
year ago.

Boys and girls from Kentucky and 
South Carolina showing Angus steers 
swept 3 out of 4 of the top awards at 
the 15th Annual Bourbon Beef Show in 
Louisville last week. 

“S. & D. Cookie,” a 1070 lb. Angus 
owned and shown by Shirley & Doris 
Brown, Greer, S. C. took the Grand 
Champion awards and the $1,000 prize. 
Pressing close was a 975 lb. Angus owned 
and shown by 12 year old Mark Wise- 
man, Clark County 4-H Club, Winchester, 
Ky. Mark’s calf, “Bert T. Combs, Jr.”, 
(named for Kentucky’s governor) made 
Reserve Grand Champion for a $500 
premium, 

Bill Clemens, Peosta, Iowa, led three 
blacks to the Grand Champion Group of 
Three (In 1959 he had the Grand Cham- 
pion single) but right behind him was 
a trio from the Clark County (Ky.) 4-H
